1. (Currently Amended) A method of treatment comprising administering to a 
patient, who is suffering from a disorder associated with a fungus of exogenous origin, a 
therapeutically effective amount of an ag e nt which is not in its e lf a photosonsitiz e r, but which 
induc es accumulation a precursor of protoporphyrin IX in a c e llular targ e t , and thereafter 
exposing the patient to light capable of photoactivating protoporphyrin IX, wherein said 
disorder is characterized by the presence of lesions or cellular abnormalities affecting the skin 
or nails having a tissu e typ e s e l e ct e d from the group con s isting of skin, conjunctiva, pari e tal 
pleura, visceral pleura, dura mator, mening e s, the lining of th e group consisting of th e mouth, 
pharynx, e sophagus, stomach, intestines, intestinal appendag e s, r e ctum, anal canal, nasal 
passages, nasal sinus e s, nasopharynx, trachea, bronchi, and bronchiol e s, ur e t e rs, urinary 
bladd e r, ur e thra, vagina, ut e rin e c e rvix, ut e ru s , p e ritoneal cavity, p e lvic cavity, surfac e of th e 
organs contain e d within th e p e ritoneal cavity, and surfac e of th e organs contained within the 
p e lvic cavity .

15. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 1, wherein said fungus is 
infectious.

28. (Original) A method according to claim 1, wherein the precursor of 
protoporphyrin IX is 5 -aminolevulinic acid.

32. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 31, wherein said 
precursor is 5 -aminolevulinic acid. 
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33. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 4-9 I, wherein said fungus 
is a member of the genus Tinea dermatophyte . 

34. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 33, wherein said disorder 
is onychomycosis or tinea unguium . 

35. (Previously Presented) A method according to claim 34, wherein said 
precursor is 5-aminolevulinic acid.

52. (Currently Amended) A method of treating onychomycosis or tinea unguium 
comprising administering to a patient in need of such treatment a therapeutically effective 
amount of an agent which is not in its e lf a photo sensitiz e r, but which induc e s accumulation a 
precursor of protoporphyrin IX in a cellular targ e t , and thereafter exposing the patient to light 
capable of photoactivating protoporphyrin IX, wherein said disord e r onychomycosis or tinea 
unguium is characterized by the presence of lesions or c e llular abnormalities of the nail. 

53. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 52, wherein said precursor the 
agent is 5-aminolevulinic acid. 

54. (Currently Amended ) The method of claim 52, wherein the onychomycosis or 
tinea unguium is associated with caus e d by exogenous tinea pedis. 

55. (Canceled) 

56. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein said fungus belongs to the 
Trichophyton genus. 

57. (New) The method of claim 56, wherein said fungus is Trichophyton rubrum. 

58. (New) The method of claim 56, wherein said fungus is Trichophyton 
mentagrophytes. 

59. (New) The method of claim 56, wherein said fungus is Tricophyton 
tonsurans. 

60. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein said fungus belongs to the 
Epidermophyton genus. 
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61 . (New) The method of claim 60, wherein said fungus is Epidermophyton 
floccosum, 

62. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein said fungus belongs to the Aspergillus 

genus. 

63. (New) The method of claim 1 ? wherein said fungus belongs to the Candida 

genus.
